| PAPER AS WAR MATERIAL. 


Basis on Which It Is Preposed to 
Control News Print Minis. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.~—Developments 
in the move to bring the newsprint man- 
ufacturers under Government control 
are not expected te assume shape until 
Congress meets agaln in December. The 
resolution from the Senate Committee 
on Printing will then have a place on 
the Senate calendar, and the aiignment 
on the proposition of Government con- 
trol of an important industry will begin. 
The report of the committee was the’ 
subject of comment among Government 
officials and Congressmen today. The 
approaching trial of the indicted news 
print manufacturers in New York City, 
it is believed, will reinforce the argu- 
ment for Government control, as the 
trial will be employed by the Goverh- 
ment to bring out evidence to show .ex- 
Detailed plans for taking over news- 
print plants have not yet. been. worked 
out by Government officials. The aim. 
it is said, is to deal ‘with paper as with 
fuel, wheat, and other. commodities re- 
garded as war materials. Paper on 
which newspapers are printed,’ officials 
hold, is indispensable to the prosecutlo 
of the war against Germany. 
Tze plan in general is to take over the 
newsprint paper mills and distributing 
plafits, place them in the hands of Gov- 
ernment officiais; and see that they are 
conducted in compliance ‘with. recula- 
‘tions laid down by ‘the eral Trade 
‘Commission, which would have price- 


fixing powers. All this depends on the 
view Congress takes of the matter.
